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Support boosts 
grieving families 

O Families of teens killed in crash thank the community for their 
thoughts and prayers O Driver of truck to appear in court today 


The families of four high school 
football players who died in a car 
crash in northern Alberta say the 
support they’ve received from 
many people across the country 
and beyond has helped them cope 
with the tragic loss. 

“It’s made it a little bit better for 
us. We can’t thank you enough,” 
Darren Davidson, whose stepson 
Walter BordenWilkins was killed 
in the crash, told a public memo¬ 
rial service held yesterday. 

Borden-Wilkins, 15, Tanner 
Hildebrand, 15, Matthew Deller, 
16, and Vince Stover, also 16, died 
on Oct. 22 when the vehicle they 
were in crashed with a pickup 
truck. 

Private funeral services for all 
the teens were held last week, but 
their families said that yesterday 
they wanted to remember the good 
times.

A fifth teen, who also played for 
the Warriors, was severely injured 
in the crash and remains in an 
Edmonton hospital. 

Grande Prairie Mayor Bill Giv¬ 
en told the service he was amazed 
by the amount of support shown to 
his community by people across 
North America. 

Many high school football teams 
honoured the players with 
moments of silence during games 
in the past week. 

The Edmonton Eskimos and Cal- 
gaiy Stampeders in the CEL have 
also said they would wear a logo 
of the Warriors on their helmets 
for their final two regular season 
games. 

Brenden Holubowich, 21, faces 
11 charges in connection with the 
crash, including impaired driving 
causing death and failure to remain 
at the scene. He is due to appear 
in court today.

Friends of an Edmonton 
Muslim leader and re¬ 
spected cancer researcher 
reportedly beaten and 
jailed in Saudi Arabia 
while on a religious pil¬ 
grimage yesterday are 
fearing for his life today.

O ‘Afghanistan needed a place like this’: Owner 


In an Afghan capital 
scarred by years of war, a 
young Afghan woman has 
bet $1 million US that her 
countiymen could use a 
little fun. 

Located just down the 
street from Kabul’s glitzi¬ 
est mall is The Strikers, 
the country’s first bowling 
alley, and owner Meena 
Rahmani’s gamble on the 
capital’s newest entertain¬ 
ment venue. 

But more than a place 
for family fun in a city 
largely devoid of options, 
the 12-lane centre stands 
as a reflection of both the 
country’s hope for the fu¬ 
ture and the challenge of 
securing one even as NA¬ 
TO’s fight against the Tal¬ 
iban enters its 11th year. 

Aside from the cultural 
significance of such a cen¬ 
tre, building the bowling 
alley was a massive under¬ 
taking. 

All the equipment is im¬ 
ported, the engineers 
came from China and the 
alley is powered by several 
industrial-sized genera¬ 
tors. Its entrance sits be¬ 
hind blast-resistant steel 
doors guarded by burly 
men toting AK-47 assault

rifles. 

“This was a huge proj¬ 
ect,” said Rahmani, but 
“we were committed to it.” 

Rahmani has gambled 
$1 million of her own 
money — secured from 
the sale of family land —

He said he used to begin 
his weekend by logging 
onto Facebook and chat¬ 
ting with his friends on¬ 
line. After Friday prayers, 
they would go to picnic ar¬ 
eas or parks, and sit and 
chat. 

The alley seemed like a 
good antidote to boredom. 

But the daily reality of 
life in the troubled nation 
is clearly reflected outside 
the alley’s main door. 

In a country where 
restaurants frequented by 
wealthier Afghans and 
Westerners require pa¬ 
trons to check their guns 
at the door, bowlers get 
frisked by security before 
entering the building. It’s 
not without reason — a 
nearby shopping mall was 
hit twice by insurgent at¬ 
tacks since it opened in 
2005. 

Above the second steel 
door is a sign all too com¬ 
mon: “No weapons.”

Kodak plays catch-up 
by pushing for patents 

O Nearly $3 billion in patent-licensing fees garnered 
over 3 years O Profit losses in six of last seven years 


Picture this: Kodak — the 
company that invented the 
first digital camera in 1975, 
and developed the photo 
technology inside most cell¬ 
phones and digital devices 
— is in the midst of the 
worst crisis in its 131-year 
history. 

Eastman Kodak Co. is 
betting that a big cash infu¬ 
sion from the sale of 1,100 
digital-imaging inventions 
will see it through a transi¬ 
tion that has raised the 
spectre of bankruptcy. 

Kodak popularized pho¬ 
tography over a century 
ago. It marketed the 
world’s first flexible-roll 
film in 1888 and trans¬ 
formed picture-taking into 
a mass activity with the $1 
Brownie camera in 1900. 
But for too long it stayed 
firmly focused on its 20th- 
century cash cow, and 
failed to capitalize quickly 
in digital photography. 

Kodak has been pla 3 dng 
catch-up. Pummelled by 
Wall Street over its dwin¬ 
dling cash reserves — and 
its attempts to reinvent it¬ 
self with digital imaging 
and printing — Kodak has 
been hawking the digital 
patents since July. 

“One thing I would stress 
is: It is our intention to re¬ 
tain a licence to any of the 
intellectual property we 
sell,” says Kodak 
spokesman Gerard Meuch- 
ner. “It’s like you sell the 
property but still get to live 
in the house.” 

Many financial analysts 
foresee the portfolio fetch¬ 
ing $2 billion to $3 billion.

TERENCE HARDING seum. The announcement 

METRO EDMONTON that the feds were not going 

to pony up their share of the dollars need- 
ed to build it was veiy bad news indeed. 

Museums are a critical part of eveiy 
great city. Our current museum is too 
small to exhibit more than a fraction of its 
collection. That means Albertans are 
deprived of the opportunity to experience 
much of the province’s histoiy. In addition, the heating 
and ventilation system at the current museum is not up 
to the standards demanded 
of major travelling exhibi¬ 
tions. The museum is also 
in the wrong place. It’s cer¬ 
tainly in a nice location, but 
it’s hardly central and there 
are no other attractions in 
the immediate area, much 
less easily accessible restau¬ 
rants. 

Cities work best when 
there are several entertain¬ 
ment venues clustered close 
to one another. The new 
museum would be close to 
the Art Galleiy of Alberta, 
the Citadel, the Winspear 
and the proposed 
downtown arena, as well as 
any number of shops and 
restaurants. Mom, dad and 
the kiddos could certainly 
make an interesting day out 
of visiting a museum in the 
downtown. Tourists too 
might find themselves with 
lots of things to see and do. 
We need more attractions 
in the city centre if we are 
ever going to rid ourselves 
of the dreaded Deadmonton

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Protecting Lightfoot’s legacy? 


O Rocker Dave Bidini writes book about Gordon Lightfoot without his involvement

As soon as Dave Bidini put 
the word out that he was 
writing a book about Gor¬ 
don Lightfoot, the stories 
started to pour in. 

Bidini, the former Rheo- 
statics singer, has plenty of 
friends in rock ’n’ roll, and 
they had plenty of tangled 
yams to spin about the 72- 
year-old Canuck singer for 
Writing Gordon Lightfoot. 

Some were flattering, but 
most were definitely not. 

“People would be like: ‘1 
have a great Lightfoot stoiy,’ 
and it would inevitably turn 
out to be a horrible Light¬ 
foot stoiy,” Bidini said in 
an interview last week 
at a Toronto cafe. 

“There’s a book that 
could come out for sure 
that would just be about 
that, just be about him be¬ 
ing a mean dmnk and a bad 
husband ... But if you put 
too many episodes in a 
book like that, that’s all 
people are going to take 
away from it, and 1 wanted 
people to come away with a 
fuller impression of who 


the person was, about this 
life lived in Canadian music. 

“And actually one of the 
things 1 say in the book is 1 
sort of approach Gord and 1 
say: T hope you’re grateful 
that it’s me writing the 
book and not some muck¬ 
raking

journalist.’” 

That Bidini wanted 
to protect Lightfoot’s legacy 
— or at least his dignity — 
might imply some sort of 
friendly relationship be¬ 
tween the two Canadian 
rockers. 

But in fact, Bidini says 
that Lightfoot refused to be 
interviewed for the book 
despite his persistent re¬ 
quests. 

In the text, Bidini offers a 
couple of theories for Light¬ 
foot’s non-participation. 
Years ago, the Rheostatics 
covered The Wreck of the 
Edmund Fitzgerald, and Bi¬ 
dini and his bandmates 
thought the Orillia, Ont., 
countiy-folk leg¬ 


end might have liked their 
version. 

So they directed it to 
Lightfoot’s manager at the 
time, Bany Harvey, who has 
since died. Bidini remem¬ 
bers Harvey telling him 
that he wouldn’t give the 
song to Lightfoot be¬ 
cause it would just an¬ 
noy the singer. The 
group was disappoint¬ 
ed, and some time lat¬ 
er, Bidini slighted 
Lightfoot in an inter¬ 
view, suggesting / 

that the Canuck 
icon had swiped 
the melody for 
Fitzgerald from 
an old Irish folk 
tune (Bidini him¬ 
self heard this 
rumour at a pub 
in Cork, Ireland). 

Harvey asked for 
a retraction and 
Bidini agreed, 
but says that 
once the com¬ 
ments had hit 


was too late. 

So, the two artists 
weren’t exactly 
friends. Still, Bidini 
believes the pri- 
maiy reason Light¬ 
foot didn’t want to 
participate in the 
book is that the songwriting 
stalwart simply has no inter¬ 
est in revisiting the still-ten¬ 
der wounds of his past. 

And Writing Gordon 
Lightfoot does zero in on a 
particularly difficult period 
in his career. 



The book is structured

Also, having kids brush 
their teeth before trick-or- 
treating to helps reduce 
plaque and bacteria, which 
interact with sugar to pro¬ 
duce tooth-decaying acid, 
Haugseth said. IGds should 
also brush right after eat¬ 
ing candy, she said. 

Just don’t go overboard 
on restrictions, says Cole 
Robbins, a Chicago 12- 
year-old and Halloween 
veteran. “Halloween is the 
one day of the year where 


we kids just kind of break 
out and overload on can¬ 
dy,” he said. 

To help prevent that 
kind of gorging, tiy to give 
children a healthy, filling 
meal before trick-or- 
treating, says Bethany 
Thayer, a spokeswoman 
for the American Dietetic 
Association who works at 
the Henry Ford Health Sys¬ 
tem in Detroit. 

Ronni Litz Julien, a Mia¬ 
mi nutritionist whose pa¬ 
tients include overweight 
and obese kids, says anoth¬ 
er trick for parents is to 
help sort through the loot, 
have kids select their 10 
favourite pieces, and give 


the rest away. Offer the 
choice of eating all 10 
pieces at once, or over 10 
days. That gives them a 
sense of control, without 
feeling shortchanged, she 
said.

There are 
veiy few com¬ 
panies out 
there that can 
boast billion 
dollar sales 
figures.

pany called Zappos, the 
world’s friendliest (and 
biggest) onhne shoe retail¬ 
er. 

According to Joseph A. 
Michelli, author of The Zap¬ 
pos Experience, Zappos be¬ 
came a billion dollar 
company by creating a 
killer customer service ap¬ 
proach and at the same 
time developed a work cul¬ 
ture where “being a little 
weird is part of the core val¬ 
ues” of the company. For¬ 
mer COO and CFO Alfred 
Lin comments that the Zap¬ 
pos Experience is “about 
getting the culture right so 
we can treat the customer 
right.” This approach has 
clearly paid off with the 
company named by J.D. 
Powers and Associates as a 
2011 Customer Service 
Champion. 

The concept of Zappos 
was bom due to a frustrated 
consumer. Nick Swinmum 
couldn’t find a certain size 
shoe which prompted him 
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to consider if an online 
strategy could be used to 
solve this dilemma. From 
that he created 
ShoeSite.com. Recognizing 
the need for capital, Swin¬ 
mum approached Tony 
Hsieh & Alfred Lin of Invest¬ 
ment firm Venture Frogs 
with his idea.

The resurgent Bills (5-2) 
improved to 3-3 in Toronto 
but are just 1-3 in regular- 
season contests. 

Buffalo hasn’t made the 
NFL playoffs since 1999 but 
last week signed 
Fitzpatrick to a $5 9-million, 
six-year contract extension.
